THE OPIUM 1 PROBLEM. 


Elsewhere in this issue appears 
an exctract from tho latest trade 
report of tho Chinese Maritime 
Customs for Hankow, which has 
been communicated to Reuter’s 
Agency at Peking by the Inter- 
national Anti-Opium Association. 
Although the statements made in 
that extract are by no means new, 
they serve to recapitulate, and 
emphasise, the situation of China 
with regard to the opium problem. 
There is a definite assertion that 
organised opium smuggling, far 
from showing any signs of 
decreasing, has now reached 
stage: where itis vain to expect 


-]| the Custome preventive measures 
‘to check it. 


This is @ direct ad. 
mission of what we ‘suspected 
long ago—that the illicit drug 
traffic has got the «better of all 
preventive efforts.. We pass over 
the statement about “the acknow- 
ledged sincerity of the Chinese 
Govornment- end of. many” ro- 
sponsible and influential Chinese 
officials ” in the checking of this 
evil, and come to a more appro- 
priate assertion, that’ the opium 
trade-in some quarters flourighes 
and dovelops Aideiiee official op- 
position.” Again: Reports from 
the various poppy-growing pro- 
vinces indicate that what Peking 
forbids, continues: to increase.’ 
Quite so! : Thus, it-is declared, 
“opium is bought and sold with: 
out let or hindrance.” In addi- 
tion. to the home-grown drug: we 
have the very successful evasion 
of the preventive service, so that 
“what -is.-detested represents 
an “jafinitesimal proportion — of 
whet . evades’ detection and 
passes through.” Peking’ fails to

The pre- 
ventive idea put forward, so.far 
as imported. narcotics ‘are oon- 
eérned, is an international com- 
pact limiting. the production and 
regulating the output of morphis 
and other. “habit-forming drugs. 


” “Phat is.the-best that’can be done 


under the circumstances, and is 
the policy recently outlined at 
the League ‘of Nations opium 
com inission’ 8 conference. 


Tt inay be that.we are not as 
well informed as the savants and 
others who dredth of a‘day when 
China, presumably in strong con- 
trast to al] other parts of the 
world, will’ have over four 
hundred million’ people living an 
absolutely blameless life so far as 
ans form of drug-taking is cou- 
cerned. However we maintain 
our-former opinian that moderate 
opium-smoking \ did. not kill 
China .of' old, ue cog a kill 
China of to-day. No inhabitant 
had the,drug forced on him any 
more than a European is forced 


to drink alcohol or smoke shag]. 


tobacco, ‘In. place of opium- 
smoking, ‘most of it in strict 
moderation, we now admittedly 
have the Chinese using morphia 
injections and cocaine inhal- 
ations, and imbibing some of the 
crudest liquor. that-ever went by 
the name of brandy. We see 
almost a parallel between pro- 
hibition. of opium in China and 
probibition of alcoholic beverages 
in América; and we wonder 
whether some people. .are not 
beginning to: realise that it might 
have ‘been batter to have let well 
alone.
